American and Briton Meet To- 
day for U.S. Title for First 
Time in 32 Years. 


FINLAY FALLS, Is AND 12

time in the 32 years’ history of the 


tournament, the kings of American and 
British amateur golf will fight it out 
for the championship of the United 
States. Bobby Jones, title holder three 
times in the last four years, will oppose 
Thomas Philip Perkins, the British 
champion, tomorrow, in the 36-hole 
final match over Brae Burns’s rugged 
links, 
Jones continued his successful march 
the finals, swamping 20-year-old 
Phillips Finlay, Harvard sophomore, 13 
and 12, in the first 36-hole semifinal 
today. Perkins, with a brand of golf 
that was close to as brilliant as that

was otherwise sensationally hard- 
fought. 

Thus the man he trounced exactly 
two weeks ago at Chicago by 13 and 
12 is the last human barrier between 
Jones and a fourth American cham- 
plonship that, if his, will tie the rec- 
ord of Jerome Travers. Triumph for 
King Bobby would give him a better 
mark, as a matter of fact, for it would 
be his fourth in five years, whereas 
Travers won four times over a seven- 
year span. 

Jones will quite naturally be the 
favorite to win, especially after the 
way he has ruthlessly crushed his last 
two opponents, bowling over. John 
Beek, of England; yesterday by 14 and 
13, and Finlay today by 13 and 12, 
with golf that has demolished old man 
par as well as his rivals.

Throughout the dark night there was 
no transportation of any kind between 
the old city proper and the residential 
sections, which extend for 5 miles. 
There were no telephones in service, no 
lights, no power. 

Such water as 100,000 residents of the | 
city and its environs washed and 
cooked with today came direct from 
leaden skies which by frequent down- 
pours returned some good for the evil 
earlier done. 
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With no telephones and no transpor- 
tation, specific Knowledge of casualties | 
is impossible. An early morning view | 
of the city showed debris-filled streets, 
homes, business houses and factories 
unroofed and some with walls caved in, 
and motor trucks overturned and 
hurled aside. 

By 2 coincidence, 53 years ago yes- | 
terday, Porto Rico was struck by a | 
similar storm which history calls “the | 
hurricane of St. Philip,” after the saint | 
of the day. 

Sheets of galvanized roofing were 
swept through the streets last night by 
a sudden gust of wind, making sounds 
very like those of machine guns. The 
streets, of necessity, were deserted, even 
the cats and dogs which normally prowl 
at night, sought shelter in doorways. 

Throughout the city only one place of 
business could be found open. It was a 
cafe doing business by candle light. 
Properly enough. its name is “The Rock | 
of Gibraltar.”

New York, Sept. 14 (A.P.).—Borne on 
a hurricane’s back, desolation and 
death rode ruthlessly across the sunny 
palm-decked islands of the Caribbean

The seriousness of the situation was | 
emphasized when the American Red | 
Cross dispatched its national] director 
of disaster relief to Porto Rico, which 
bore the first brunt of the lashing 
storm and suffered untold damage and 
loss of life. Shortly afterward the 
Navy made ready to send several of Its | 
ships should a request for help come 
through. 

Across Porto Rico the storm swept, 
leveling all in its path, upward along 
the northeast coast of Santo Domingo, | 
and on in the general direction of the 
Bahamas and the southeastern coast of | 
the United States. 


Ponce Hospital Vestroyed. 


Hospital, Ponce, P. R..,| 
was destroyed in the hurricane, a 
cablegram to missionary headquarters 
here of the Episcopal Church disclosed 
tonight. 

The dispatch, from Miss Ellen T. 
Hicks, superintendent of the hospital, 
read: 

“Frightful typhoon. 
wreck. All saved.” 

St. Luke's, established in 1906, was 
the oldest Episcopal hospital in Porto 
Rico. It was the first modern hospital 
built on the island, the missionary 
headquarters said, and was valued at 
$125,000. Miss Hicks has been in 
charge of the institution for ten years. 

Ponce is in the south central section 
and oniy a short distance from the 
south coast o: Porto Rico, whereas San 
Juan, from which previous reports of 
damage have come, is on the north 
coast of the island and somewhat east 
o2 Ponce. The message from Miss Hicks 
was taken here to indicate that a con- 
siderable part of the island must have 
felt the force of the storm.

Should 
the storm change its path to avoid the 
Bahamas and Florida it would cut 
directly across the course of cana! traf- 
fic in the open sea, a crowded lane of 
shipping that would be largely helpless 
before a storm of such intensity. 

There was no assurance, however, 
hurricanes being the freakish pheno- 
mena they are, that the incipient curve 
would increase or even hold its own. 
In late afternoon the National Observa- 
tory at Havana estimated, on the basis 
of the direction obtaining at that time, 
that the storm, then sweeping forward 
in its whirlwind fury at more than 100 
miles an hour, would strike the eastern 
Bahamas by morning and the eastern 
coast of Florida on Sunday. 

The fear that the immediate effects | 
of the storm might not prove to be 
the only danger was suggested in an 
appeal for help cabled to the Asso- 
ciated Press by Thomas E. Benner, 
chancellor of the University of Porto 
Rico, who made a personal survey 
within a 7-mile radius of San Juan. | 


Major Disaster Indicated.

“The entire island has suffered ter- 
ribly,” he said.

Even should the hurricane now veer 
Out to sea and dissipate without in- 
flicting further damage, the loss al- 
ready suffered would probably, to 
judge from present reports, approach 
the proportions of a major disaster.

There is one method for stamping out the 
horrible pogroms which from time to time arise 
in southeastern European countries. That 
method is education. It would appear to be 
the policy of the authorities in Poland, Hun- 
gary, Jugoslavia and wherever else these gusts 
of intolerance arise, provide the widest 
countereducation. In the schools and through 
prepared literature these countries might well 
see to it that the world is not treated to period- 
ical outbreaks of ignorant passion.

RADIO MUDDLE IN POLITICS. 


By virtue of a statement issued from Dem- 
ocratic national committee headquarters radio 
enters the ranks of 1928 campaign tissues. 
“The vigorous protests that have been made 
by independent radio broadcasting station 
owners, particularly in the Middle West, over 
the new allocation of wave lengths,” says the 
committee, “threaten to find their way into 
the political campaign.”

Tokyo, Sept. 14 (A.P.).—Formal cere- 
monies in connection with the be- 
trothal of Prince Chichibu, heir ap- 
parent, to Setsuko Matsudaira, daugh- 
ter of the former Japanese Ambassador 
to Washington, were begun today with 
an exchange of gifts in accordance 
with ancient customs, The formal mar- 
riage will be celebrated on Septem- 
ber 28. 

The prince’s gifts were conveyed to 
the residence of Setsuko's adopted 
father, Viscount Morio Matsudaira. 
They included a classical style kimona, 
a& cypress wood fan, a freshly caught 
sea bream and a cask of sake or rice 
wine. 

In return Viscount Matsudaira sent 
an ancient sword and also a sea bream 
and sake to the prince. 

(Setsuko Matsudaira was adopted by 
Viscount Matsudaira to comply with 
court regulations, according to which 
no imperlal prince may wed the 
daughter of a commoner.

At the united thank offering at New 
Orleans in 1925 when the general con- 
vention of the church met there the 
offering reached the splendid total of 
$912,841.30 and the goal was set to 
pass the $1,000,000 mark at the 1928 
triennial meeting of the woman's 
auxiliary and the forty-ninth general 
convention of the Episcopal Church in 
this country. 

The golden alms basin in which the 
united thank offering is received is 22 
inches in diameter with a border in 
silver gilt beautifully chased and a 
center panel of solid gold showing the 
offering of the Magi and bearing the 
inscription, “Ecclesiae Americanae in 
Christo Oxonienses, 1852.”

Edwin B. Hesse, chief of police, 
for the adoption of fixed penalties for 
certain offenses committed by police- 
men. The commissioners declared the 
reorganized trial board makes it un- 
necessary at this time to take such 
drastic steps to curb the illegal acts 
and misdemeanors of a small group of 
policemen. If conditions warrant in 
the future, however, the commissioners 
said, they will reconsider the major’s 
proposals. 

A charge of neglect of duty placed 
against Lieut. J. E. Bowers and Sergt. 
J. R. Hood, of the Thirteenth Precinct, 
was dismissed by the board on motion 
of Bertram Emerson, jr., who defended 
them. The two officers were alleged 
to have failed to arrest Policeman J. H. 
Turner, of the Thirteenth Precinct, Au- 
gust 12 when, it was charged, they 
found him in an intoxicated condition 
in an automobile at Thirteenth and 
Quackenbos streets northwest. 


Policeman Fey Cleared. 


The board dismissed a charge of in- 
toxication and failure to constantly 
patrol his beat against Policeman W. 
F Fey, of the Ninth Precinct. Fey 
was charged with being intoxicated 
while on duty September 3. Several 
witnesses testified Fey was “absolutely 
sober” and that they failed to smell 
any liquor on his breath. The de- 
fendant testified he demanded that he 
be examined by a physician when ac- 
cused of being intoxicated but that 
ne doctor could be located. 

In answer to the charge that he 
failed to constantly patrol his beat, 
Fey proved that he had been serving 
several summons On persons wanted 
in Police Court as witnesses. 

Frank Coleman, a negro

place northwest, created a stir during 
the trial of Policeman Chester A. Bal- 
ley, of the Second Precinct, charged 
with conduct unbecoming an officer.

Bailey, 
however, testified he went to the apart- 
ment house when he heard a woman 
shout, “Help! murder! police!” and 
that he only looked around Coleman's 
apartment when he became dissatisfied 
with Coleman's replies to his questions. 
The board decided Bailey acted in the 
line of duty. There was no apology 
forthcoming, and the charge was dis- 
missed.

Raid Case Hearing Begun. 


The board partly heard the case of 
Frederick A. Schenck, of the Sixth Pre- 
cinct, on a charge of conduct prejudi- 
cial to the good order of the Police De- 
partment. Schenck was arrested Au- 
gust 29 by police of the Third Precinct 
during a raid on apartment 206 1736 
f‘ighteenth street northwest. 

Schenck, chief witness against former 
Policeman Orville Staples, was found 
in bed in the apartment of Mrs. Cath- 
erine Bevans, who was arrested on a 
charge of sale and possession of ‘whisky. 

John L. Billman and S. F. Gravelly, 
detectives attached to the Third Pre- 
cinct, and Lieut. Hugh S. Grove, night 
inspector, who conducted the raid, 
testified against Schenck. Mrs. Schenck 
refused to testify against her husband. 

Billman said he found Mrs. Bevans 
and another woman in the living room 
of the two-room apartment when he en- 
tered. Billman said one of the women 
made the remark that “Poor Fred, he’s 
dead to the world.” 

Billman said he did not know at the 
time to whom they referred, but later 
saw Schenck sitting on the side of the 
bed in the other room, putting on his 
trousers and socks, 


Said He Found Whisky. 


Lieut. Grove said Schenck got his 
trousers from a closet near the bed. 
Lieut. Grove testified he found nothing 


else but women’s apparel in the closet. 

Detective Gravelly said he found less 
than half a pint of alleged whisky in 
the apartment and a number of half- 
pint and half-gallon empty jars. 

During the cross-examination of the 
raiders, Joseph Kelly, defense counsel, 
asked each of the policemen how the 
women were dressed. He finally brought 
out that the two women were fully 
clothed in regular “house attire.” 

Detective Gravelly caused the trial 
board members to smile when he re- 
lated an incident recently during 
which his wife had found a card in 
his pocket bearing the name of a 
Miss “Catherine Joyce” and Mrs. 
Bevans’ address on it. 

Gravelly explained that the card 
had been given to him several days be- 
fore by a prohibition agent. Gravelly 
also related an alleged experience he 
had with Schenck several days before 
the raid.

Gravelly said he saw Schenck on the 
steps of the Police Court and that dur- 
ing the conversation some reference. to 
the card was made. Gravelly testified 
Schenck told him that they “only hold 
little beer parties” at the Eighteenth 
street address and is alleged to have 
asked Gravelly to let him, Schenck, 
know if he intended to raid the place 
as he didn’t want to be found there. 

Schenck, on taking the stand, said 
he had no knowledge of any alleged 
whisky being in the apartment and was
